State Welfare Department to Aid 


County In Remodeling Building 


Jones County will receive 
help to the extent of several 
thousand dollars in remodel­ 
ing one of the buildings they 
bought 
recently 
for 
office 
space in Anson. 
Jam es 
Y 
Allen, 
business 
manager tor the Texas De­ 
partment of Public Welfare, 
told the' Commissioners court 
Monday that his department 
would 
remodel 
one 
of 
the 
buildings to ho used as a w el­ 
fare office. This will be the 
south 
25-foot 
space 
of 
the 
building located on the north­ 
west corner of the square. 
Allen said it is customary 
for the state to remodel build­ 
ing 
interiors. 
This 
will 
in­ 
clude tho entrance and the 
heating. He estimated that the 
cost 
might 
run as high 
as 
$8,000. First step, he said, was 
to employ an architect. Ap­ 
pointment of this man is made 
by the governor. 
The official estimated that 
six to nine months may be 
necessary 
to 
complete 
the 
work, 
depending 
upon 
how 
quickly tho architect is named 
and the work is outlined. 
Allen said the state would 
supply the heating system of a 
size sufficient to heat the two 
buildings but that the county 
would have to supply the cool­ 
ing 
system 
inasmuch 
as 
it 
would 
be 
kept 
outside 
the 
building and he was limited to 
interior remodeling. He sug­ 
gested a colonial style front 
so that the building would not 
looke like a business location. 
The other building will be 
remodeled by the county and 
equipped to handle the sur­ 
plus foods distribution center. 
Allen told tho commissioners 
that another employee probably 
would be added to the Anson 
welfare office "hortlv, bring­ 
ing the total to four. 
The building was bought so 
that office space in the court­ 
house could be re-arranged in 
order 
to 
provide 
additional 
working area for the tax col­ 
lector. 
In other action Monday com­ 
missioners payment of $3,000 


to West Texas Utilities Co. for 
moving 65 utility poles in the 
right of way for Farm Road 
1226. running south of Funs­ 
ton. 
County Judge Leon T hu r­ 
man was authorized to trans­ 
fer a small tract of land near 
tin' Stamford ('til M ill to the

Railroad. 
It

plained that this was an e x ­ 
change with the railroad yield­

their property
